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THE ABOLITION OF LEKIN.

(Laily Trees, 29th July.) - 

The statement telegraphed by Reuter as 
having Lecn nade by the Times correspon- 
dent at Peking, to the effect that “China 
hed agreed to abolish /ekin dues througl.out 
the Empire in return for an increase in the 
import and export duties,” is, we fancy, 
a little premature cr a lite vague. It is 
ccnceivable that China wou'd not be averse 
to abolich Jekin in return fer peimissicn to 
impose a substantial addition on the import 
and export.duties. It would Le so easy, in 
the opinion of the Chinese cfficial, to Luny 
lekin and resuscitate tle {ax under another 
plausible-scundirg name. A tax by any 
other name would emell just as fragrent to 
the mandarin: he could therefore concede 
the nanie ard conserve the game, by levying 
n war-tax in place of the Jehin. It was no

THE COMMERCIAL TREATY.

We bave lad but a few outlines of the final 
fcrm of this agreement, though ve Icarnt a 
few days ago that China had unconditionally 
eccepted the draft of the proposed treaty. 
‘the Jatter expressicn, however, 18 in no 
danger of misleading us into thinking that 
China bas given in to all that Great lritain 


has cskcd for,- since we are already 
cequainted with the previous abortive 
altumpis to arrive at harmony. What 


hevrer gives us as the main points of the 
new ticaty sre there. China | as agreed to 
abolish lekin taxes throughout the Empire, 
in_return for consent to a surtax which will 
bring the taxation on foreign imports up to 
hetween ten and eleven per cent. ad valorem, 
according to the present system of valuation. 
‘China will also apen the five new Treaty 
perts cfavhich we spoke yesterday. Great 

}itain, on the other hand, has ‘ expressed 
ler willingness to eupport China in her 
policy. of reform.” We wrote in our issue cf 
the 29th ultinio on the subject of the aboli- 
tion of dehin and did 1ot find it possible 
tu hoje much from the abolition of the 
dues, it being practically certain that the 
lecal officials would find some means of 
ex: cling -the gasve charges under a-different 
name. How. Sir James Mackay’s treaty 
[roposes to guard against this we cannot 
tell, We fear that the vast difficulty of 
the operation lightly called “the abolition 
uf Ickin”’ cannot Le expected to strike these 
who have not at least pas-ed a considerable 


part of their life in China forts. The best. 


authorities in Great Britain and China are 
to be cansulted, Lerd LANspowNne said on 
‘the 19th July, before accepting the proposal 
of Sir James Mackay. Yet the treaty is 
spekcu of now as if it were practically 
arranged. Perhaps Lord Lanspowne 
intended to couvey that the authorities 
would he consulted on the manner in which 
tle uLoliticn of lekin was to-be carried out. 
We far in that cece that they may have 
cone difficulty in arriving at a satisfactory 
agiccment. In ecme ways there is hardly a 
noe ievolutionary step which would -be 
suggeste L in Chincse administration than 
this att(cmyt to do away with the in:memo- 
rial “squeeze” of the provincial authorities. 
Having olitained: from China the promise 
({o abolish the vexaticus imposition, we 
shall le werse than fcolish if we grant 
what is aftr all a very large surtax on our 
impoits and ‘then wow a tax emilar to 
lehin to crcep.in again. Yet, as we have 
alrcady said, it is difficult to suggest any 
form of guarantee the Chinese Government 
could be made to give that would prevent 
it from creating a new tax to take the place 
of lekin, There are already the salt and 


_ 
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opium-barriers, about t! e nbolition of which 
we have heard nothing, which could readily 
be converted into a new kind of lekin. 
the whole, it seems probable that before 
the treaty is actually signed, the whole lekin 
question will be thoroughly gone into at 
home, with the assistance of expert advice 
from European. commercial men in China. 
And we should not venture to prophesy that 
the result. of the deliberations will neces 
sarily be the abolition of lekin. ; 

One other point in ‘the terms of the 
agreement, as announced telegraphically, 
also fails to inspire much satisfaction. 
Great Britnin has expressed her willingness 
to help China in her policy of reform. This 
is diplomatic language, but it seems‘ rather 
absurd to talk of China’s policy of reform. 
Since the return of the Imperial Court to 
Peking it is the reactionaries, not the pro- 
gressives, who have been gaining strength, 
and it would scem therefore to need much 
more than our “willingness to help” to 
enable the few enlightened officials to start 
China on the way to reform. It looks 
improbable that any reforms not specified 
in treaties will ke carried out in China for 
miny sears yet to come. : 


NEW TREATY TORTs.

“ Kwangtung.” 
28th instant, appearing in to-day’s issue,

Kongmun, Changsha, Ngankin, Wanhsien, 
and Waichau. Three of these five can be 
identified in the list of eight given in the 
London and China Express, namely Kongmun 
(Kwangtung)—ifwe can assume that Chiang- 
wen-hsien is the samc— Changsha (Hunan), 
and Ngankin (Anhwei). Kongmun is 
familiar ns one of the West River stages, 
situated in the Canton Delta and of consi- 
derable commercial importance already.

RAILWAYS TO CANTON. 


‘donning nil ini comin 
(Daily Press, 28th July.) 

‘Ihe arrival on the spot of the American 
superintendent of the Canton-Hankow 
Railway, as anticipated in the Jetter of our 
Ci nicn correspoudent to-day, points to a 
very spcedy ccmmencement «f work upon 
this line, the most important railway so far 
planned in-China. - It also seems to indicate 
conclusively that the recently telegraphed 
rumour of the felling cut fo a Belgian 
syndicate of the American-China Develop- 
ment Ccmpany’s interest in the railway 
was false. The news will ceriainly be 
received with feclings of gratification and 
relief in Hongkong. ‘The construction of a 
railway joining two such great centres as 
Hankow and Canton cannot but have mest 
stimulating effects on local interests, while 
tlle fact that the Ccmpany constructing it 
is American, and not one possibly hestile to 
British «cmmerce, is distinctly a matter 
{cr congratulation. It is premature, before 
the actual work on the line has begun, to 
speculate at what date the two ends of the 
line will be in communication, and local 
obstacles sre sure to arise to check 
progress. But it is to be trusted that 
it is only a question of a few years 
Lefore the project beccmes an accomplished 
fact and the kest benefits cf Western 
civilisation are carricd into new parts of 
China. It is generally 1ecognised that, in 
the futtie education of China, railways 
must play a most important part, and none 
look more promising than this line which 
is to take its start from the great city of 
Canton. 

It is only natural that with the expecta- 
tion of a speedy commencement of the 
Canton-Hankow. Railway, speculation 
sheuld also be busy in the matter of the 
Kewlcon-Canton line, ard even that it 
should, as it. aj pears to have done, cause 
certain would-be enterprising jeople to 
start buying land in the uecighbourhood of 
the expected terminus at Kowloon, Unfor- 
tunately, however, it seems that the scheme 
is still as much in‘the air as ever, without 
any presject of a sp:cedy materialisation. 
The building of such a line had been urged 
repeatedly” in the past ly various people, 
including ourselves, who look forward to 
the growth of Hongk« ng on the mainland, 
but there bas been ro indication of any 
official sympathy. The construction of a 
line northward from Canton would more 
than ever render it desirable to provide the 
quickest pcesible connection between the 
capital of Kwangturg and cur own posecssion 
ou the mainland.

MARCUS ISLAND.

It seems that there is after all to be fio 
international question about the small island | 
which, after remaining unknown to almost 
the whole world, has suddenly sprung into 
prominence. The possession of Marcus 
Island apparently will not be allowed to 
become a subject of contention between — 
Japan and the United States of America, 
the latter Power never having shown.anxiety 
to see tle ‘‘ Stars and Stripes” hoisted over 
the island and being now unwilling to 
engage in contention over it. As the sup- 
posed discoverer of Marcus Island, Captain 
RosEnILL, is not known to have staled 
his claims (which from the account which 
we published yesterday certainly appear 
strong), theye may yet be negotiations about 
the ownership, but the New York Press, as 
our Lundon correspondent informs us, is 
not sympathetic to Captain RosEHILt’s 
side of the case, from which we may assume 
that the question. dces not arouse public 
feeling. Ruurer’s telegram of the 25th | 
instant, indeed, already showed this. 
Japan, on the other hand, bas taken more 
energetic action, no doubt on account of 
the intention of working the island as a 
Government concern. Geographically con- 
sidered, Marcus Island would appear most 
taturally toLelong toJapan, if to any nation, 
for .from the latest information as to its 
position it is rot far from the Bonin Islands, 
over which Japan’s sovereignty is of course 
undisputed. It has been customary to 
regard the Bonin Islands as the easternmost 
of Japan’s possession (south of the main 
islands, that is), but there are other islets 
east of the Bonins, which it would not be 
surprising to see Japan claim should they 
prove to have any commercial value. We 
do not imagine that any other Power would 
care to dispute the possession of such specks 
of land, undesirable as places of residence 
and not accessible except at certain periods 
of the year.

States had grantcd a title to Marcus Island {o 
Captain Rosehill, the Japencse warship Aaecgi 

‘carrying a d'plomatic cfficial proceeded to the 
island to reassure the Japatcse residents (hat the 
reported -giaut wes ‘uvalid, and that Ji-pan 
had annexed the island in 18's, 

At Wasbington, it is considered improbable 
that the Unired States will interfere with 
Marcus Island if the Japanese are working 
guano there as reported. 

A correspondent calls attention in the Kole 
‘kronicle to chart Il4 in the Century 
Dictionary Atlus, which show Marcns or Weeks 
Island (as well rs Wake Jélaud, more {o the 
south-east) to be marked as possessions of the 


United States. We are also indebted, says the 


Kcbe paper, to a correspondent for a copy of 
the American Exporter for May, which contains 
en account of the island and the circumstances 
which led to its being: declared a possession of 
the United States. ‘The article is as follows :-—~ 

“The United States has fonnd a new field fer 
future trade in an island far off in the Pacifie, 
midway belween Japan and the island of Guam. 
The Stars.and Stripes are floating: over the 
island with the authority of the Government. 


___sfthough it took yoars for the claimant to 


secure recognition. The story of the discovery 
and occupancy at this late day, when man 
believes he knows tne whcle world, r ads more 
“like a passage from 17th century history than 
a recital of the matter-of-fact doings of 
a Pacific trader cf the present strenucus 
era, ‘Three residents of- Honolulu hold the 
title to the island. They expect {tu become 
millionaires as a result of this new j.oxsessiou 
of Uncle\Sam. The new pcssession is named 
Marcus Islond. It is situated SUO miles south- 
east of Yokohama, tle same distance north- 
north-east of Guam, and abont 2,8 ( miles west 
of Honolulu. It was in 188, while cruising 
in the South Seas, that Cap‘ain James Roschill, 
in command of a small trader, laudcd with a 
view to ascertaining its value as a cocoaunt 
island. first anchored his vessel on the 
westwarW side, which was the ouly approachable 
spot on the isand. There was no sign of oceu- 
pancy, no water-supply, and Rosehill believes 
he was the first human being to set’ foot upon 
_ the island. The island was found to be about 
five miles in length aud two miles in width, 
and because of the winds is accessible only five 
months in the year. Jn the centre was a small 
hill, admirably suited for planting batterics. 
Finding the islacd uninhabited aud unclaimed 
by any other Power, Captain Rosehill took pos- 
session in the name of the United States. He 
fcund millions of sea birds flying about, and 
from that concluded there must be guano depo- 
sits upon the island. An examivation convinced 
him of this, and he discovered -a large surface 
deposit of crown earth guano end in other 
places phosphate guano. He hoisted the flag of 
the United States at the top of a cocoanut 
tree. Then he fastend a bottle to the {ree in 
Which was a notice that hw bad formally taken 
possession of the island in the name of the 
United States, his crew signing the statement 
es witnesses. One of the memters of the 
crew was placed on shore with his wife and 
given provisions fora year, pigs and chickers 
also being introduced. A small hut was built 
for this modern Crusoe ard he wag left to his 
elysium. Upon returning to Honolulu Captain 
Rosehill, through the United States Minister 
then in Hawaii, John S. Stevens, forwarded a 
claim to the Secretary of Siata claiming title. 
Secretary Blaine filed the papers, Lut sent back 
a reply that it must first be proven that no 
other Power had a claim to the island befcre 
Rosehill’s ownership cu'd be allowed. The 
seq captain, who became Assistant Harbour 
Master at Honolulu, made many sutseqpent 
efforts {o establish his claim at Washingtan 
bué was so often rebuffed that he became 
thoroughly discouraged, though never giving up 
hope that be would ultimately get peorse:sion of 
Marcus Island. ‘] hes i!or and Lis wife who were 
left in possession of the island became wearied at

.xpired were picked up by a passing vessel and 
returned to Honolulu.

year, the number being 937 as comparéd with

fever contributed 407 admissions as against 
390 in 1400, There had been a marked dim- 
iuution in the number of malarial fever ca es 
from the Police Stations in the New Territory, 
a diminution in the percentage of malarial 
fever cases from {) per cent. in 1100 to 42.5 
per cnt. in 1901. This wes undoubtedly 
occasioned to agreat extent by the active pro- 
phylactic treatment which was commenced ou 
May Ist last year and continued up to the Ist of 
November. It must also be borne in mind that 
the Police were housed in permanent buildings 
in 1901. The other diseases which occasioned the 
greatest number of admissions were dysentery 
3G, beri-beri 1U, and enteric fever £. There were 
eight deaths during the year—four Europeans 
dicd of endc-carditis, {yploid faver, prenmonia, 
aud empyoema, respectively. There were two 
deaths amongst.{he Indians from malarial fever 
and two Chinamen di d, one from beri-beri and 
{he other fram plague. Bixteen were invalided, 
namely, three Enropeans, ten Indians and three 
Chitese, the causes being dysentery, phthisis 
(four), asthma,. sprue, hemiplepia, drepsy, 
chronic rheumatism, — Leri-beri, — sciatica, 
tuberculosis, chrevie synovitis, and deLility 
({wo). 

From the Ti cops there was an increase in the 
number of admissions to the f ospital as com- 
pered with 1900, The mortality amongst the 
European troops wes less and {hat amongst the 
Indian troops was higher than in the previcus 
year. The average daly rate of sickness 
was higher in European and Indian troops, 
this being more marked in the latter. Amongst 
the deaths in the Eritish troops were two from 
enteric fever, (wo from bubonic plague and four 
from malarial fever; fivedying of heat apoplexy. 

Eighty-one members of ihe Gaol staff were 
admitted to Hespital during the year out of a 
total staff of 93. There were two deaths and 
four were invalided; the deaths were one 
Lurcpecn from malarial coma and cne Indian 
from phthisis; the invalidings were three 
Indians {rem phthisis and cne Chinaman from

these two classes of patients alone contributing

average dsily number of sick was 111.72 
as agsinst 100.95. Of wotmen and chil- © 
dirn the number admitted was 281 as 
against 325. Itis to hoped that the Victoria 
Hospital for women aud children will be ready 
for oceupation this year; tho itection is 
to-treat most ‘of these cases there, one ward 
coly leing retained at the Government 
Civil Hospital for urgent cares and for tho.e 
who could not be removed so far. « ; 

460 Europeats were admitted dnring the 
year es against 943 in 1900. 834 Indians were 
admitted. as. compared with 788 in the 
previous vear. 1,154 Asiatics were admitted 
during the year, the figures being 1,154 as 
against 1,269 in 1890. - 

_ The total fees received during the year in the 
Mcdical Depratment was:—-Hospital fees, 
244355; private oursing fees, 3€65.00 ; 
certificates, 8650.00; total, $33,958.55, 

A scheme for fitting the Hospital with 
electric light had been drawn up during the - 
year, the necessary expenditure had been 
stnetioned, and before. next summer it is 
expccted that this will be installed. A new 
operating theatre is very much reqnired, 

Under the heading “ Auti-Melarial Mea- 
sures,’ Dr, Atkinson says :-— 

“During the year much has been dono in 
combating mosquitoes, In February a systema- 
tic filling up and draining of the pools in the 
nullahs at Kennedy Town near the old Tung 
Wah Mortuary, avjoining Nethersole Hospital 
and in the neighbourhoed of the Upper Rich- 
mound Koad, was instituted. A supply of 
I'rcfessor Celii’s larvicides was obtained in May ; 
{hese were extensively used in the ravines in the 
veighlourhood of the Richmond Estate ut West 
Point during the summer months; the results 
were not altogether satisfactory, as anopheles 
larve were found in pools in which they 
had Leen applied; it is just possible that th: se 
were not used in sufficiently largo quantities. 
It was proved that they were not so effective as 
keroseuve in killing the larve; the drawback to 
kerosene is that it destroys the potubility of the 
water to which it is applied whereas Professor 


Celli’s larvicides do not impure the water. I 


fear it. is a hoy eless task to endeavour to keep the‘ 
untrained nullahs free of pools especially in the 
rainy season when malarial fever is rife, the nul- 
lah-beds, owing t: the rainsand weathering effects 
of the atmostphere, are continually changing, 
fresh pools being formed from day to day. The 
only effectual remedy is to train the nullehs; this 
however is a very expensive operation, ¢.g., it 
would cost $10 for a lineal foot fdér the larger + 
nullahs and $8 per foot for the smaller oneg; on 
this basis training the nullahs to tha West of 
the Richmond Estate would cost $15,000, 
Much, I understand, has been done in the ‘way 
of training nullahs in the neighbourhood of the 
houses within the bui't area of the City, but to 
train all the nullahs on the outskirts of the City 
is a fo: midable task, and it is for Government 
to determine wLether this extensive operation 
should be undertaken. Ina flat country it is 
comparatively easy to get rid of these pests, but 
in a mountainous island like this it is quite 
axotber matter. There are so many fissures

‘ mcsquiloes breed in large numbers that 1 doubt 


myself whether, even if (he nullahs were

‘The officer's quarters which 
‘were altered and fitted up some two years ago 
for the Gacl Hospital is yet unavailable for the 
proper accommodation or facilities for the pri- 
soners, being still cccupied by the Indien Gaol 
Staff. The present temporary hospital is mcat 
inadequate, offering no projer accommodation 
_or facilities for the treatment of patients. The 
daily number of prisoners complainirg sick is 
most variable from time to time, malingering 
fully accounting for these variations. In spite 
of the prevalence of dengue fever in the Colony 
-in November, no case occurred amongst ‘the 
prisoners. There were prisoners discharged on 
medical groundsduring tho year. | ermission was 
obtained from His Excellency the Governor 
to transfer a pregnant female prisoner {to the 
Government Civil Hospital, as she had suddenly 
become comatose ; she was found to be suffering 
from malignant malaria and died shortly after, 
having given birth to a still-born child.” 

Dr. J. C. Thomson reports regarding the 
Tung Wah Hospital that the number of patients 
in the wards at the beginning of the year was 
125; 2,989 were admitted during 190], making 


1,071 died; leaving 141 in the Hospital at the 
close of the year. Of the 2,9.9 admissions, 
‘547 were transferred for treatment to other 
institutions, as follows:—18 to Government 
Civil Hospital, 7 {o the Lunatic Asylum, 180 to 
Kennedy Town Infective Diseases Hospital, 
and 392 to the Tung Wah Plague Branch 
Hospital at-Kennedy Town. Of the fatal cases, 
296 were in a dying condition at the time of 
admission. There remains a net total of 2,146 
actually treated in the Tung Wah Hospital, 
of whom -652, 7.e., 30.4 per cent. were under 
European treatment, and 1,494, ie. 696 per 
cent. under Chinese treatment. 4€3 dead bodies 
were brought to the Hospital mortuary 
to await burial. €4 of ihese, and also 63 
bodies of persons who died within the Hospital 
were sent to the Government Public Mortuary, 
for internal examination. Free burial was 
provided by the Hospital for 1,990 persons. 
The number of visits to the out-patient de- 
partment was 77,242. 449 destitute persons 
were temporarily housed and fed. 1,952 per. 
*song were vaccinated at, and in connection 
with, the Hospital. As in previous years, the 
Tung Wah Hespital was used throughout the 
plague epidemic of 1901 as a convenient centre 
for the diagnosis and observation of plague 
cases, & large airy ward close to the receiving 
ward being set apart for this purpose.

Lax as may be the Chiuese in political 
morality, and empty as ‘may be the pl-asant 
cutgivings from Peking concerning reform. 
foreign residents hereabouts have never had 
reason to be sceptical as to the keenness of 
native commercial insight. They speak almost 
in awe of the wealth that may be drawn upon 
occasion, and as often as desirable, from treasure 
stores that seem to replenish themselves like 
an incxhaustiblewell. If the instinct that has 
usually guided bright ventures for profit stil. 
follows an unerring conrse, this port is destined 
to become one of the mest important in the 
North. The investment now proceeding here 
began with money and under direction wholly 
native. Participation in it now by persons not 
Chinese indicates such eagerness to be in level- 
headed company as to have created an active 
demand for shares, at 30 per cent. premium, at 
a time when no dividend may be said to te in 


. prospect, aud when the outlcok for plans for 


attracting business must be content {o be 
regaided as speculative. In order to beceme 
profitable as a port of general commerce, 
Chinwangtao,mutt enter into rivalry with ports 
so well known as Chefoo, Tientsin, and New- 
chwang, leaving out of account the amlitiors 
of the Russian ports that ere preparing to in- 
duce trade by way of the Liaotung Peninsula. 
Trade in‘{he North would seem already to have 
fairly well developed through the enterprise of 
ports long sought and highly favoured, and those 
ports feel quite confident to be able to take care 
of any growth {]..t improving conditions may 
foster.. Yet plans goon with as much vigour 
and lavish’outlay as if large returns were fully 
assured, and when the improvement i finished, 
the port will be equipped to give pitr-room at 
all seasons to sbips of as heavy draught as any 


_that.pass through Suez. 


While the management of the China En- 
gineering and Minivg Co. which directs the 
present work would hardly underrate the 
facilities which the port must afford for 
increased output of coal, which the hills for 
miles back contain, talk heard here just now 
subordinates that interest to expectations 
on broad commercial lines. The argument 
is {bat since coal might be shipped, in unlimited 
quantities, fram a common harbour, there could 
be no gocd reason jor superior accommodations, 
unless general {rade could be captured and held. 
Increase of capitalisafion from £500,000 to 
£1,£00,000 could not have been urged for mining 
development, for the reason that the mining 
property wes in hand lefore a suggestion of the 
increase, and in successful operation. Therefore 
the difference between the two sums may be said 
to represent native confidence in the trade 
growth of an already busy region. It is upon 
the prospect of such growth rather than upon 
expectation that other northern ports will 
suffer in business activity materially, that 
hope here is building. Considerations much 
more far-reaching than those heretofore 
brought to public attention are involved in 
this movement, Enough has been written of 
the advanlages of Chinwangtao, asa‘port open 
for commerce all the year, on a coast where com- 
merce comes to a standstill for four cold months 
br cause nearly every port is made unapproach- 
able by ice, to render sufficient at this time a 
mere reminder of that ‘advantage. Yet the 
harbour remained open in other years without 
e1ving as other than a convenience to shippers 
belated elsewhere, who were driven here and 
had no alternative. The best that might be 
said of this port was that ships might come 
offshore in winter, and risk getting their 
cargoes in over the ice, or through the breakers 
se es the’ shoals for some distance from 
shore. Now there has been dredging,'ard iwo 
piers, well advanced in construction, will project 
for 1,c00 and 2,300) feet respectively -and furnish 
moorings ‘alongside where the depth of water 
will be twenty feet at low tide. Railroad 
tracks will be run out to the end of the 
piers, and as these tracks connect, a few 

iles inland, with the Imperial railway, 
it may be possible, with a single handling from 
the ships, to transport goods to any’ place in 
the interior reached by the Imperial lines in 
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much less time than it taks to lighter cargoes 
ashore at other ports, where they inust be sub- 
ject to further handling, and often to infinite 
delays, before they can be fairly started toward 
their destination. Consnmers receiving by this 
route will get the benetit of quicker deliveries” 
and some rmall saving in cost, than by other 
ways. Chances for business will attract to this 
place commission houses. The Company 
proposes to invite settlement of that nature, by 
offering land at low prices, preferring to sell

in trade than to hold out for profits which might 
deter merchants from coming. I isposition in 
this regard, while not openly avowed, is believed 
to incline toward native settlement, of the 
uerchant order, and therein may lie a 
menace to other ports as threatening as 
that provided by superior port accommodations. 
The movement reported from d‘stricts a little 
further South, to establish native connections 
with foreign manufacturers, and cut into tha 
busiress of foreign .commission houses, may 
receive here strong impetus, As natives have 
always had the interior connections, such 
opposition {o native schemes as may be met 
nland’ must come largely from natives in the 

pmploy of foreign houses ; and while blood and: 
water are commonly’ supposed to be of about 
equal thickness in these parts, it seems probable 
that a developing tendency to encourage trade 
operations wholly native will deprive that sort 
of rivalry of acrid qualities early in the proceed- 
ings. There may te such impulse to trade, 
iwhen natives shall become independently 
tconcerned in it, a8 to exten:| the lease of foreign 
houses fora long time, where connections are 
well fixed; but thé process is an undermining 
one, and the prediction would not be far-fetched 
which foresaw for some of the foreign 
interests now represented in fhe North the 
necessity of working harder than 
before to gather fresh trade, if not :omething 
of a struggle to retain that which they think 
they own. ‘3 


Chinwangtao promis:s in the future to 
become a centre for native energy in the 
contest for the trade of the North. By intui- 
{ion, cs wellas from necessity, {he consuming 
masses of the North count. most carefully their 
outlays. No one can appreciate this condition 
better than the native merchan’s. Considera- 
tions of outlay apply in this region, quite as much 
as in any other part of the empire, to money in 
the very smallest denominations, As time 
here has not yet acquired value to be weighed 
against copper cash, the expectation may be 
warrantd that ability to undersell by money 
fractions so small ss to seem almost inappre- 
ciable, by western standards, may turn custom 
over a very wide range of territory. Foreign 
houses always had to sell with reference to the 
season. Whatever precautions they may take 
to stock up heavily «enough in the months of 
op:n navigation to tide over the closed months, 
invariably heretofore scarcity has eccurred in 
many quarters, and prices have advanced 
generally, in winter. If ships may visit a

port never closed and !oad their cargces directly : 


on cars, there will be a considerable diversion of 
{radg in favour of houses that can keep supplies 
and prices reasonably constant, and that shall 
set out ona trade hunt with a declared policy 
of doing business on the sma'lest possible margin 
of profit. There is reason to believe that suth 
a policy will be profilabse. 
increasing, except at commercial p)aces where 
foreign houses have located. The native 
masses find it much more easy to get good pay 
for labour, or for {heir produce, among foreigners 
than among their own people. Since it is 
impossible that the great body of consumers 
should come within the area of this kind of 
benefit, trade in general is just now hampered 
rather than helped. The downward tendency 
of silver is responsible for the new cop- 
dition. Native reckoning has not yet 
advanced to n1eal conception of the difference 
Letween bullion and money. There is Jitile 
reason why the common undersianding 
in this part of China should so advance, 
Encouraging as have been the trade returns in 
the North this year, they would have reached 
greiler volume had not the decline in silver so 
advanced the silver price of gocds as (o shut off 
various large negotiations that had been pushed 
nearly to the contract point.

Clothing must of course be had 
at some time, and the gold price must be paid, 
no matter what the quotation for silver may 
do.* This prospect would turn to the credit of 
foreign houses, to be expressed in accounts 
later on, were it not that native opportunity 
arises from if, and native capital and com- 
‘mercial skill have joined to relieve the situation 
and supply and anticipate demands on terms of 
which foreign houses have not dreamed, and 
which possibly none of them could be induced 
to favour. Foreign organisation could hardly be 

| devised—certainly not at short nolice—to deal 

’ efficiently with the mass of native credits. ‘The 
syndicates of native capital’sts who have 
undertaken to try to capture trade find the 
field in readiness for them as soon as they enter 
it, and instead of having a struggle, tr.de 
actually awaits them. 

This place promises to be the scene of scme 
of their work. They have pc ne deep into their 
treasure-boxes {o provide the wherewithal for 
what.they have todo. So far as now appears, 
they must carry stocks and credits for inland 
merchauts not only on easier terms than the 
old rative banks would extend. but with lighter 
impositions than the compradores of foreign 
houses conld possibly arrange. An inland 
merchant with whom tLey think it safe to deal 
will be favoured with goods and credits to almost 
iny extent that he may ask, under ccnditions 
that will not bear heavily upou him and which 
‘will yet enable him to give his customers the 
lowest prices and the long: st credits that the 
‘market will warrant. In time the customer 
must’ bow to the apparent advance in prices, 
-but while reconciling themselves to {hat blow 
‘at their calculations, they necd not go without 
‘clothing of which most of them stand in need, 
household as well as store stocks having run 
tow in the last year. Since the syndicates 
cannot ‘expect indulgences from the mannfac- 
turers of the goods sent to the market, but 
must be prompt in payments, in order to in- 
gratiate themselves with the manufacturers, now 
for the first time dealing directly with native 
buyers, the capital required for the operation 
may well be enormous. To the extent tbat 
this enterprise may succeed, foreign comm ission 
houses must lose trade that might have been 
theirs, and they may feel more immediate 
effects of the movement by losing also much 
trade which they felt they had secure. ‘The 
territory to be fed from this point will overlap 
foreign ccnnection obtained at Tientsin, on one 
side, snd Newchwang on the other, extending 
-through a belt of country that is po} ulous and 
profitable. Should the port become a favoured 
one, there is no reason in sight why it should 
not import cottcns, flour, timber, and tobacco 
well over the Manchurian border and out toward 
the plains, and gather in return fonfexport the 
wool, hides, and s{raw-braid steples which the 
natives over that territory usually exchange for 
theeupplies they need. ‘The portcould not expect 
to enjoy more than ashare cf such trade; but 
the greater {he need of inland merchants and 
consumers for long credi{s the more busin: ss 
will this or any other stronghold of native 
capital and energy be able to secure; and if 


patience and money hold out, it is difficult to see. 


how foreign commiesicn houses can avoid feeling 
that there is a determined effort to make them 
- work hard to stay in this section, or to, crowd 
{hem out altogether. This is a gocd place fora 
test of commercial strenzth: 1t requires bold, 
ners to make if, es well as money, for the foreign

would not be excessive, These who speak 
for this enterprise say that if patriotism and 
business do not go hand in hand, sentiment 
here may fairly be expected to look favourably 
upon a project which seeks to tu:n to home 
channels benefits that have heretofore accrued 
{o outsiders. A plan so amltitious cannot be 


expected to acquire full momentum for 
some time, and foreign influences may 
contrive means to sidetrack it. Effort in 


that direction must be applied quickly. for a 
movemett which ccmmands admiration for its 
daring can at no time he checked with as little 
difficulty as at the beginning. Those whe have 
interested tnemselves in it. while actuated by 
commercial motives, feel stimulated by a racial 
pride, in great danger of being crushed in the 
foreign scramble for gain in this region~anless 
some drastic meang be adopted to prisecbi, 
They are convinced that battles in politics mus 

be uneven, with the advantage on the other side. 
The territorial absorption which they have 
witnessed, they cant ot hope to control, and they 


have no thought, from any indications that 


they can see, of any reversion of land practically 
alienated from the empire.

The question of the Canton-Hankow Rail- . 
way has been in abeyance for months, but it 
is only waiting for the American superinten- 
dent of the Railway Company to come to Canton 
{o settle certain ar angements. Itis re ported 
here that the superintendent is a man of great 
experience, formerly assisting the Railwa 
Commissioner-in the North. He has come wit 
a Taotai named Worg Chan Sing to Canton 
as his assistant. “The Canton railway will 
begin in Wongsha, ‘north of &hameen, 
thence across an iron bridge to Fatshan, 
and so westward. Another branch is from 
tle South and East gates to. In. Tong. 
Samsui, and Chingytin, further north. Both 
lines are to meet in the upper region of 
Wuchow and the West River. The 
supply of labour jis undertaken by 8 man 
Lai Yuk Tong, who has been to America before, 
but has now come back to China for that 
purpose. and the iron and machinery are to b 
suppiied by the Railway Company. 

RERELLIONS. , 

The rebellion in Kwangsi is not yet entirely 
suppressed, the districts fiom Yam Chow to 
Lim Chow being still occupied by the rebels, 
who keep up the stiuggle against th» troops 
under the command of General ( han Ping Chik.

CHINESE TELEGRAPH ADMINISIRATION, 

It would be mcre correct to name the above 
a waladministration as far as the local branch 
office is concerned. It is now close on two 
menths that the lines have been interrupted, 
and the cfiicials here view this neglect: d state of 
affairs in their characteristic inert manner, 
I am told that 20 soldiers are supposed to guard 
and lock after the telegraph lines vf the Swatow 
district. The public will, however, be amazed 
to learn that this task is performed by four_ 
soldisrs only! It is therefore not surprising 
that the state and condition of.the telegraph 
poles here and in the interior baffle deecription. 
This also appears to be the primary cause why 
telegrams arrive here so frequently mutilated— 


snaturally a constant source of embarrassment 


to the receivers, Complaints are heard on all 
sides, but no redress 1s ever obtained. It is 
everywhere a recognised usage to inform 
the public when the telegraph lines are 
broken down and inoperative. The office 
tere, for obvious reasons, makes an exceptionfto 
that-rule and keeps such matters secret, with the 
consequence that the mercantile community is 
in total ignorance. ‘Telegrams for the North 
are sent by this office by post to Hongkong and 
thence wired {otheir destination. This is done 
withcut the sender's knowledge. That such a 
course means a grcat loss to business people 
need not ke pointed out. ‘Lhe :nomalies existing 
hore in this cffice are various and affect prin- 
cipally the Chinese. What I particularly wish 
{o emphasise is the utter disregard of privacy 
which the cffice displays about tele graphic 
messages. Almo:t anybody can bave accees to 
telegrams transmitted through it. Such a 
sericus breach of iules ought 1o be soon 
remedied. It would be interesting to know if

EPIDEMIC (F CHOLERA, 
I write from a city stricken with a violent 


epidemic of cholera. In my last ccmmunica- 
tion I mentioned that .there was cholera. 


‘Since then it bas increased to such an extent 


that people are dying by hundreds daily. T'wo 
days ago I heard that 415 corpses were carried 
out of the West Gate alone. Another report 
says that over a thousand have died outside the 
North Gate, where the suburb is not particular. 
ly extensive. There are no reliable statistics, 
but the mortality -is certainly very heavy. 
Whole families are reported to have died. ‘The 
beggars are by this time extinct. Amovg such 
people few can have survived. They are to be: 
seen dying everywhere, and numbers more are 
put outtodie. ‘Ihe top of the wall isa favourite 
place for such, as is also the King City Equare 
in front of the Examinaticn Halls. ‘here, 
apy uumbers cen be seen in all steges, dying 
and dead: It is mest pitiable to see and to be 
powerless to do anything to help. The cupply 
of coffins has long since teen exhausted. Now 
all the {ub and bucket-makers and the car- 
penters are making any sort of coffirs to iry to 
meet the great demand. But still this is not 
enough, for I hear that numbers are being 
buried, merely wrapped up in matting, often 
two and three together. 
A GREAT STORM. 


The weather for the past fortnight has been 
very bad, perhaps in part accounting for the 
great moriality. The great heat broke with 
thunder, but on Sunday, 22nd June, there was 
a tremendous storm fcr nearly the whole day. 
In fifteen hours about fifteen inches of rain 
fell, causing a tremendous flood within the city, 
the ordinary channels being useless (o carry 
Numbers of houses 
were flooded out, and of the rest very few 
roofs were in a condition to stand such 
tain. The tempera‘ure also falling consider- 
ably caused almost the whole population to catch 
chills, and thus be ready tp succumb to the 

revailing cholera Since then the weather 
Pas been very wet and miserable, and for the 
past two days the rain has been steady, and a 
cold north wird blowing.- Wi:h a change to 
drier weather I think the disease would lessen. 

The population of-the city has been using 
various means to get rid of the sickness, but 
precessions and bangings of gongs are of little 
avail. If the samé effort was expended in 
cleaning the city—and generally speaking it 
Mota dirty city—and in exhorting the people 
t to eat uncooked fruit and half-cooked

We understand that in some of the dey art. 
ments of the Tientsin Previsional Government 
notice has been formally given to {erminate the 
engagements cf the foreign employers, We 
hear that up to date the Police and Treatury 
are exceptions. 

The 8h Punjaub Infeutry arrived at Taka 
on the 12th in the British Indian {transport 
Uganda to relieve the Gth LBurmas or the 
Gurkhas: they came in to Sin Ho, and went up 
the line next day, whereupon the Buimas 
entrained for Sin Ho. The weather was 
unheppily adverse and the latter arrived 
at their destination yerfectly drenched. 
The departure of the Regiment is’ greatly 
regretted in ‘Tongshar, where Col. Keary and 
his officers have completely identificd themselycs 
with the local interests. It is, we undeistacd, 
arranged that the 8uth will later cu go to 
Shanhaikwan and relieve the Gurkhas. 

We are uot surprised to bear from Rev. 
George Clarke: tat Mr. Murray, the head- 
master of the Lys’ School at Chefoo, is very 
ill. The moment we heara of the awful tragedy 
we were confident that it would 1eect on tke 
staff. Schoolmasters and mistresses feel their 
responsibilities in a way that few perents ever 
give them credit for. We have never known an 
educational establishmert where such intense 
interest is {aken in the ycungsteis’ welfare as 
the Chefeo Schcol; at one time indeed we 
thought it excessive, rnd ‘ending to overshoot 
its mark. We fecl profoundly for Mr. Murray 
and his colleaguce. 

The local American suthoritics have recently 
been on the track of some of their fellow 
citizens who wera wanted on an accusation of 
getting morey under false pretences. Ove of 
the men wes traced successfully as far as Shan- 
haikwan, but there he went to earth. Another 
fell into the hand of the Tienlsin Consular 
authori{ies and was awaiting his preliminary 
invesfigaticn; as the Consulate has no pre per 
gaol, the man by the courtesy of the British was 
placed pro fom, in the Municipal prison where 
the Provcst| Marshal detains his minor 
cffenders. He there played the role of Jack 
Shephard by successfully breaking gaol avd 
disapearing on the evening of tunday last. 
‘Che feat was no great one, as the wall was only 
two bricks thick, ard the removal of the new 
mortar with the food-knife supplied from the 
Consulate was a very simple business. The 
man has not been heard of since. _ 

We have some reason for thinking that 
the retrocession of the City will be almost 
immediutely followcd by that of the t hanhai- 
kwan and Newchwang Railway. ‘The Russians 
are eager to dissociate themselves from the 
grudging policy which baa marked wilitary 
acquiescence in the terms of the } rotccol of 190]. 
But for the clause which deals with the Military 
co-directors, we believe that the Peking and 
Shaphaikvan line &culd ‘ere this have been 
restored to the Chinese.

if adopted would fend to do away wi h the evil 
now complaincd ef, even if the Government 
refuses {o adopt the drastic measure which the 
local Chamber of Commerce very rightly 
advocates. The employment cf Indian lascar 
crews in placecf Chinese crews on bcard theee 
steamers by way of trial would ; ut a stop to 
any wilful connivance ou the part of the crew in 
these criminal. proceedings, and if the evil is 
thus snecessfully checked, it will open a large 
fild for the employment cf the Indian 
laxcaix on Loard the British stenmers run- 
ning on the China coast, where’ so much 
{trouble is caused to the owners cf the veseels 
Ly freyuent attempts at emnggling of opium 
aud other ecmmoadities when detected, as witness 
the recent seizuies of opium cn boaid the 
steamers at Saigon and Bangkok. As to the 
fitness of the Indian lascars to do the work in 
place of the Chinese crew there can be no 
question whatever. Instead of having a gang 
of dishonest, tnscrupulous, and faithless plotters 
to whem the interest of their employers is as 
nothing when there is a fair prospect of making 
a few silver coins by unfair means, the ship 
Gwuets will Lave in the Indian lascars an honest, 
faithful, soler, and brave ciew, British bern 
loyal to tkeir very core to tke British throne, 
and «very inch worth the sait they consume 
of their cmployers, as is evident frcm the high 
value put. on their services by such prem:er 
shipping ccmpanies <8 the Prninsular and 
Oriental and British India Steam Navigation 
Co.'s, not to sperk of their employment in the 
Royal Indian Marine by {he government of 
India, the Rombay and Persia Steam Naviga- 
tion Cc mpany, and various other lines ronning 
from Indian ports to Europe and Africa. 
Thoroughly imbued with the idea that his em- 
ployers are his md bdp or mother and father, 
us L have frequently heard him call’the P. & O. 
and B.I.8.N. Co.'s, the simple-minded lascar 
refrains from doing anything for’ bis private 
gain that will do the least injury to the interest 
of his employers. These lsscars can be divided 
into two cla ses, viz, those that come from 
Goga, Bhownugger, Daman, Bhagva Dandy, 
and other mari{ime towns cn the cotst of 
Gujerat and Kathiawar, und these that come 
frcm Cocap, al) in the Lombay presidency, and 
they all have their headquarters in Bombay. 
They are all Mabomedars, and being followers 
of Islam, they don't touch any wine, in strict 
obedience to the religious injunction prop unded 
by the Holy Piophet of Arabia. ‘The lascars 
employed on board the P. & O. steamers are all 
{rom the coast of Gujerat and Kathiawar, and 
from what I have ascertained frcm some of them 
they all sign at Bombay for one year, receiving 
20 “rupees per month, the company provid- 
ing them with 1aw rations daily, as owing to’ 
their religious scruples they don't eat any meat 
that is rot killed and dressed by a Mahomedan, 
nor co they ever touch pork, lard, or-anything 
connceted with pigs. ‘Ihey.go {to any part of 
the world where their “ma bap” would like to 
send: them.

I earnestly ccmmend ihe experiment to the

I wilingly bear testimony to the very ex- 
ecllent way the tramway service has, generally 
speaking, been carried on since the jine wus 
first oy ered, and should nat now trouble you and 


-your readers, did I not consider that the cause 


of this last accide.t calls attention to a weak 
spot ca: nected with the tramway which, in the 
opinion, [helieve, of practical engineers, as well 
as in the opinion of those who are simply 
{hinking of the safety of those travelling by 
the Tramway, calls for seriois attention on the 
pert of the management... I refer, of course, to 
the brake. ‘There is no doubt that the present 
arrangements for suddenly stopping the car 
from the car ifself are, to a certain extent, 
efficient. That is, {ke conductor, by letting go 
the Lrake, can stop the progress of the car; 
but, io order 10 make the brake suitable for ite 
purpose it should not le an ipstrument that the 
conductor is afraid to apply except es the 
very last resource, or cone that automatically 
applies itself becanse the conductor's hands are . 
wet ard slippery or because his attention is 
momentarily called away. The consequences of 
applying the brako at present are, even where

Now what encouragment have the Stewards 
of the Jockey Club as a body given to resident 


“members to keep ponies in the Colony from 


meeting to meeting for the purposes of racing? 
Please notice, I say the Stewards as a bedy, for 
there are and have been individual exceptions. 
Take the programme for the February meeting 
of 1902 es an example; siudy it and tee how 
members <f the Jcckey Club who own waler 
ponies which had been imported for the race 
meeting of 1901 were ireated when the pro- 
gramme at last appeared about the 16th to 20th 
December, 190]. #or these unforto: ate owners 
the following bill of fare was provided :— 

First day :—2nd Race: The Valley Stakes, 
three quarters of a mile. {th Race: The Foo- 
chow Cup, from the two mile post once round 


Second day:—I1st Race: The Flyaway 
Siakes, three quariers of a mile. 9h Race: 
The Profersional ( up, cne mile anda quarter. 

Third day :—2nd Kace: The Waler Handicap, 
one mile and a half. 

Bye-law 14% made by the Stewards decreed 
an increase or allowence-of-1lb for every quar- 
ter of an inch, equal to 4 1bs per inch, whilst the 
substription waler griffins of 1901-1902 reason 
were racing amcngst themeelves at an increase 
or allowance of just double that decreed by 
Bye-law 12. This Jest increeeo and 
allowance -was {the outcome of a meeting 
of the owrers cf the ]901-1£02 subscripticn 
waler griffins held kefore Bye-Law 12 was 
ever made. What encouragement was held 
out to.cwners of Hongkong tubscripticn waler 

iffins of 1900-1901 ecason kept over for the 
502 meeting by the programme of the 1902 
‘meeting to induce owners to keep over ponies 
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from one meefing to the next? In four cf the 
five races open fo such ponis the unfortunate 
cwners had {(o meet the pick of the Shanghai 
subscription walcr griffins. I use the term 
‘pick’ for it was scaicely likely ‘hat enyone 
would {ake the trouble to send cr import an 
apin al from Shanghai unless such animal was 
considered to be pretty geod. The condificns 
of such four races impcsed no limit as to height. 
Amongst the Shanghsi waleis enfered in tuch 
four races were-{wo “horses.” ttz., Golden Bell 
aid Black Snake, cach measuring 15 hands and 
one quarter inch. In the fifth race, which was 
the Flyaway Stakes and in which Shanghai 
walers could net.iun, the subscripficn griffirs 
of J8GG6-1€01 hac to carry a penalty of 12 Ibs 
extra, ‘lhe following are the resulfg of such 
five races:—The Valley Stakes, won by Maufly 
(Golden Bell ard Black Suake did net start in 
this race). The Foochow Cup, won by Black 
Snake. The Flyaway Stakes, won by Jéhiban. 
The Professional Cup. won by Golden Bell. 
The Waler Handicap, v.n by Colden Bell. ko 
that Golden Bell and Black Snake, each 
measuring 14 Lands and one qnarter inch, 
divided between them ithe only three races in 
which they, started and J/ayfiy was the only 
subscription waler of 190-1801 which won a 
race at the meeting and the only pony cf his 
class at all in the hun in any of the other 
races, Truly enccuraging results for future 
owners of kept over walers! 

Now I should scarcely feel justified in quoting 
chapter and verse had | never drawn attention 


‘) to these mati rs before, but I would beg to 


remind you, Sir, that on the 16th December, 
19C1, before the programme for the 1902 
meeting was published. I addressed a letter to 
the Stewards of the Jockey Club on the same 
subject as ‘‘ Veteran's” and ‘An Owner's” 
letters, of which letter I never even received a 
. bare acknowledgment and whichletter you kindly 
published in your issue of the 23rd December, 
1901 (the China Mail and Hongkong Telegraph 
kindly publishing such letter in their issues of 
the 2ist December, 1£01). 

The letter was a somewhat lengthy one, so I 
dare not ask«ycu to reproduce it at length, but 
I fee) I must take the folowing extracts from 
it. After stating that I had heard on the 
previous Friday that a draft programme had 
been drawn up in which seven races ware to be 
reserved for walers on each of the first and 
second days of the meeting and six on 
the third day, and that of such twenty races 
only three would be open to Hongkong sub- 
scripti n ponies of the previous season, in two 
of which they would have to meet Shanghai 
subscripticn ponies at a difference of only 3 lbs 
per inch, the third race being a handicap, I’ 
continued as follows :— 

“I wouldask you, gentlemen, before publishing 
ihe programme to ask yourselves if you are not 
according to the programme as at present 
fromed treuting ovners of Hongkorg sub- 
scription ponies of last season with a great 
want. of consideration, and whether this want of 
consideration is not likely to prove very 
detrimentsl {o racing in the future in Hong- 
kong by holding ont to owners no inducement 
to keep over for the next ycar's race meeting 
penies which have shown fair form. Surely 
owners of last yerr's subscription ponies who 
have kept them for ‘many months at consider- 
able expense are entitled to be able to enter 
their ponies in more than cue race per diem 
and not to have to always meet the pick of the 
Shanghai subscription griffins which I believe 
originally number: d from-70 to 80, 41 of which 
were entered and whose height ranges up to 15 
hands. 

“ Again ‘as to the conditions of weight for 
such races you propose an allowance of only 
3 lbs per inch, Why so? You are ae of 
the weight-for-inch scale in force in India and 
the Malay Peninsula, v7:., 3 lbs for each quarter 
of an inch, and you ere also aware of the 
unanimous decision arrived at by the owners 
of this years subscription ponies (to which 
I presume you attach some weight), wiz., 
that (o bring waler ponies of different 
heights together the scale should be 2 lbs. 
for each quarter of an inch and not 3 ljbs. per 
inch. That decision as regards tle weight-for- 
inches to bring waler | onies of different heights 
together must, I submit. apply with equal foice 
to all waler pcnies whether Imported this year 
or last year or any year until it has been found 
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to be an incorrect scale and that another should 
be adopted, when it will, I submit,.be a question 
{o be discussed by yon with the owners of 
ponies. . . . . -Surely it must be apparent 
to you that a penalty of only 3 Ibs. per inch 
must give an undue advantage to animals 
ranging from 14.3 to perhaps 15} over ‘ponies 
of 14.2 and onder. £0 far as the scle itself 
gocs it is unknown ontside Hongkong. ... I 
as« you before you adhere te the programme 
you have drawn up {o give the owners of ponies 
an cpportuni y of meeting you and discus ing 
the question. . . .” : 

My letter then went cn {o make certain sug- 
gestions tu the Stewards. As I have said I 
received no acknowledgment even of its receipt. 

Up tothe 17th June last the old rules and 
regulations of the Jcckey Club were in force, 
but on that dafea meeting of members was duly 
beld at which the new rules and regulatiors 
passed on the 3rd Jure last were co:-firmed and 
thenceforth bece me and are now the rules of the 
Club: Under the old rules and regulations [ 
do not find one which states that the pro- 
gramme of the various races to’ Le run 
at the annual race meetings should be settled by 
the Stewsrds alone. However, to the best of my 
‘recollection this has always been the practice, 
members not being in apy way consulted. To 
this practice there was uo objection whilst - 
China ponies were the only specimens of horse- 
flesh raced, az the program mehad long ago become 
a fixed one, at least so fixed (hat owners and 
would-be purchasers of China ponies for racing 
could with reasonable certeinty say what races 
would be found on the programme for the follow- 
ing annual meeting. But with the introduction 
of the waler in 1900 new conditions bad to be 
framed. I was not in the Colony during 1900- 
and did not return until after the 1901 meeting 
so cannot say to what extent members were 
consulted by the Stewards and asked to assist 
them in framing conditions as to the weight-_ 
for-inches scale and the penalties and allowances ; 
for winners and beaten ponies for the 1091 meet- 
ing, but I can say that asregards the 1902 meet- 
ing the Stewards, so far as] am aware, consulted 
no one Lut themselves. Owners had previously 
taken the law into their own hands as regarded 
the weight for-inches scale for that -season’s 
-sutscription griffins and from thatthe Si wands 
could not depart, but they departed from that 
scale wherever they could, the explanation 
‘afforded to me being to the effect that the 
decision of the subscribers as fo the weight 
for inches scale for 1901-1902 griffins was not 
binding on the €tewards as regarded other 
races. That may have been a correct decision 
but the Hongkong Jockey Club is after all a 
members’ club and not an institution run for 
the benefit of the Stewards, and unless the 
Stewards were prefectly sure that they were _ 
right and all other owners wrong a8 regarded 
the more correct weight-for-inches scale it 
would, I suggest, have been more in accordance 
with the fitness of things had net consulted 
owners of walers and learnt their views, 
more especially on account of the previous 
decisions of such owners that a 2 Jb per 
quarter-inch scale was the better sca’e to adopt 
for the 1901-1902 subscription griffins-and that 
the 1 lb per quarter-inch scale might -not be 
viewed with favour for 1900-1901 griffins and 
might{be Jooked upon as unduly favouring horses 
of 15 hands. . me 

It is with the view of preventing a repetition 
of what occurred over the programme of the 
last race meeting that 1 suggest that the 
present Stewards should during the month of 
August convene an extracrdinary meocting 
of memters of the Club under rule 30 of tke 
new rules for the purpose of submitting to the 
meeting a report and ‘the treasurers state- 
ment of accounts up to April last and for the 
further purpose of submitting a programme 
for the cext February race mecting, and 
lastly considering the advisability cf holding a 
single afternoon's race meeting during 
November next. The new rules did not as I 
have said ccme into operation until 17th June 
last, consequently no half-yearly April meeting 
such as indicated by rules 27 and £8 could be 
held and ownersare still in a state of uncertain- 
ty in the mater of }10framme. — If the 
Stewards do sot respond to my suggestion then 
I would suggest that all owners who fall in with 
the views expressed by “ Veteran,” “An Owner,” - 
‘aud myself should communicate with me with 
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the view cf calling an extraordinary meeting 
cf memLers for tLe above objects under the 
latter part cf rule 30, which is as follows :— 
“Tbe Stewards rhall also convere én cx- 
{fraordinary gineral mecting urder the seme 
corditions and restrictions at the written 
requisition, which shall also Le published in tLe 
rotice calling {le meeting. cf any {cn reticent 
members.” In this way a coneenens of opiricn 
ekculd te obtained as to programme and a much 
1ecded fillip given to racing ; for eurely the Icve 
of racing is not quite derd in Hongkong bufc uly 
slumbering on account of the hot weather and 
for want of a little encouragement being 
‘given thcse ready {o afford a portion of their 
time and money to maintaining cne of the 
oldest forms of sport inthe world.

—by this I mean that by giving many prizes 
for old griffin races at the forthecming meeting 
they weu'd be merely making presents as it were 
tofone or two expert horremen, who, if they are 
allowed the time pioperly to prepare an atiimal, 
ale positively certuin to win all the races—-aud 
where would the sport come in? Of ccurse 
ecme may say “Let the best manwin.” But 
the Stewards of Jockey Clubs have to consider 
the interests of racing, and in the present 
instance I for ore am catiiely in accord with 
their policy of letting crery one have a chance. 
Might I suggest for their consideration that 
to make the chances for every one more even 
the waler gr‘ffins for tLe next meeting only 
arrive say some siz weeks before they huve to 
race. If this ccurse were adopted it would give 
the majority of owners a much Lettir charce, as 
the aforementioned expert trainers. would not 
have sufficient time allowed them to get their 
horses into better condition than those of —

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Siam inthe ,.XXth Century. By J. G. D. - 
CAMPBELL. London, Edward Arnold. 
(Second Notice.)- 

Mr. CAMPBELL divides his book, after the in- 
troductory section, into chapters upon the geo- 
graphy and commerce of Siam, the country’s 
past history, the Siamese character and civilisa- 
tion, manners and customs, government and ad- 
ministration, religion, and education. Chapters 
follow on the Chinese in Siam and upon inter- 
national questions, leading up to the mar bree 
from which we have already quoted. Among 
descriptions of Siam which we have read Mr. 
Campbell's takes a high place and his studied 
fairness gives it a high value. The chapter 
“Siam in the Past” is brief and necessarily 
summary, but, short of'a history of Siam, it 
gives as much as the ordinary reader, requires. 
‘I'he section on the Siamese character and 
civilisation is hardly consolatory to well-wishers 
of Siam, though the author, as we have implied, 
is fur removed from the bitter critics of Siam 
who have lately mide themselves heard freely. 
The effect of Chinese and 1 urop an compoti- 
tion, after the opening up of the country, 
promises little good, Mr. Campbell thinks, for 
the indolent natives. In trade certainly, and 
in politics ond administration probably, Siam 
will continue in a condition of dependence on 
foreigners. The dangers threatened from 
Chinese immigration are discussed in a special

With regard to the government of Siam, 
Mr. Campbell's opinion is that, were the con- 
trol of the European officials at present removed, 
nearly every Government office would relapse 
into the most hopeless confusion Not an 
encouraging verdict this, but it is shared by 
practically evary Enrepean writer on Siam. 
Ut has been stated recently that Siam does not 
intend {o replace the various European advisers 
as they relive from service—so that we may possi- . 
bly see the vindication of this view before long. 

Mr. Campbell devotes two chapters to religion 
in.Siam, and very interesting chapters they are. 
He writes not unsympathetically of Buddhism, 
though he is evidently less attracted by its 
{anels than many othors who have dealt with 
this great world-religion. We do not think, 
however, that h» is just where he compares 
Buddhism and Christianity, the “ placidity, 
shallowness, and egoism” of the former with 
the “fervour, depth, and intensity” of the 
other. _But this is not the place for a dis- 
cussion of such a hind. Mr. Campbell at any 
rate sees less sham Buddhism than sham 
Christianity in the world, and Warns the 
missionaries in Siam that their greatest obstacle 
is to be found in their own nominal'y Christian 
fellow-countrymen. “A heavy responsibility,” 
he concludes ‘his two chaptcrs by saying, “lies 
on those who come to Siam for the purpose of 
filling their purses and furthering their own 
‘ends if they do not at least se' before these 
people’ |the Siamese] “the exampl> of a clean 
apd honourable life." 

Another interesting cha, ter is that devoted 
to education in Sism. Mr. Campbell sees no 
signs of the Siamese becoming an intellectual 
people, though they are intellectually quick 
especially at the start. Llope, however, may 
perhaps be derived from the fact that the 
Siamese are at any rate not yet intellectually 
exhausted, for they bave no literary past. 

With the concluding chapter, on political 
questions, we need not deal further, as we have 
paid some attention to it already) in our first 
notice of Siam in the XXth Century.

In its “ Notes on Native Affairs,” the N.-C. 


Daily-News says :— 


Jn a recent paragraph in these“ Notes” it was 


stated that reactionaries in Peking were trying 
to obstruct the appointment of Sir Chén-tung 
Liang Chéng, K.C.M.G., as Chinese Minister 
{o the United States, Spain and Peru, and that 
it would be an exceeding pity and a loss to the 
country if those bigots got their way It is a 
pleasure therefore to state now that official - 
confirmation has keen received regarding the 
news that bas been published by the Universal 
Gazette to the effect that at the special recom- 
mendation of Prince Ching and the Minister - 
of the Chinese Foreign Office-—-Waiwn Pu—the 
“Emperor,” i.e.. Empress Dowager, had been 
plea-ed {o appoint H.E. Sir Chen-tung Liang 
Chéng, K.C.M.G., at present on tour abroad 
with Prince Tasi ( hen, Special Ambassador to 
King Edward's Coronation, as First Secretary 
and Chief Adviser of the Embassy, to succeed 
HE. Wn Ting-fang, whose term as Chinese 
Minister tothe U.S , Spain and Peru expired in 
June last. Besides the appointment of Sir Chén- 
{ung to the three countries named above, the 
appointment of the son of the enlightened Grand 
Secretary, Sun Chia-uai, the expectant Taotui, 
Sun DPao-ch‘i, to succeed Minister Yii Kéng 
(Manchu) in Paris, and the expectant Taotai, 
Hu Wei-té, to be Minister at St. Petersburg, 
tice Yang Ju, deceased, is also announced.

JAPAN’S NAVAL EXPANSION 
PROGRAMME. 


The programme for the construction of 


warships and torpedo teats is being carried out 


by the Japanese naval authorities as ‘it was. 
originally drawn up. 


Except two torpedo 
gunboats, which are to be sister-ships of the 
Chihaya, all the vessels which Japan has under- 
taken to build in accerdance with the naval 
expansion scheme are to be completed by the 
fiscal year ending is March, 1904. The 
Asashivo, the last of the four torpedo destroyers 
ordered frony‘EnyJand, is now on her way 
home, being expected at Yokesaka by’ the. end 
of August next. The four other destroyers 
Harusame. Murasame, Hayatori, and Asakirt, 
are being built at Yokosuka and are to be 
completed in the course of the next fiscal yar. 
In the meantime 30 torpeCo boats are to be 
ready forservice. The remaiving torpedo boats 
will not be completed later than March, 1904. 
There are also two third-class cruisers now in 
course of constructi:n at Yokosuka and Kure. 
These are the Tsushima and the Nittakd, each 
of 2.800 tons displacement, and they are also to 
be ready for sea by the end of March, 1904. ;.It,

“THE CHINESE EASTERN RAILWAY. 


The directors of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
complain of tle Press criticisms that have been 
levelled at the line, and the directors regard it 
ts their duty to make a stateaent on the subject. 
They state :-— 

The work of constructing this rsilway of 2,377 
versts in length was begun in the second half of 
1897, but the actual work of laying down the 

« line wax only begun in 1898. If we deduct the 
period of the disorders in 19.0, less than four 
years have been spent on the line, In this time 
it has not been possible to complete the work in 
consequence of the exceedingly great local diffi- 
culties. It bas only been as the result of « xtra- 
ordinary exertions that the rails were laid over 

- the whole extent of the line towards the end of 
last year. That by no means tignifies that the 
work of construction has been completed. This 
cannot be expected to take plu e even at the 
beginnipg of 1903, when much will still remain 
to be done. It will only be a ter the larse of 
several years that the line will bein full work- 
ing order. The management of the railway 
has, neverthele:s, consented to carry passengers 
and goods in spite of the delay thus caused in 

ibe work of construction. This h s only been 
because they tecognised the great importance « f 
opening railway communication with Port 
Arthur as soon as possible, and in order to meet 
the most pressing needs of the passenger and 
goods traffc. Eutin return for this concessicn 
the management expected that the public and 
the Press would appreciate ils snotives and 
refrain from-un-ympatbetic criticism. But, as 
a matter of fact; the attitude of the public has 
been very different from what was exyected. 
Many of those who avail themselves of the ser- 
vices of the Eastern Chinese Railway make 
demands upon in which can only be fulfilled by 
a railway in complete working order. There 
would have been no occasion for these attacks if 
the management had not opened a line for tem- 
porary traffic, but in that case the very people 
who are now_complaining would have been the 
sufferers.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


The local agent of the Pacific Mail Stcamship 
Co, informed us on the 3st ult. that the 
City of Peking, which broke her thrust shaft and 
block and-was anchored at the east end of 
Kurieshima Straits, in the Inland Sea, has been 
somes to Kobe, arriving there on the 31st 
uit, 

Owing partly to the recent heavy rains and
